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. Forestry is also a key area of climate change closely linked to livelihood. At COP 28,

and organizations celebrated the 10th anniversary of the Warsaw Framework for 
REDD+, with 

a status update of 60 developing countries actively implementing REDD+ activities.4 
Leaders 
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from governments, civil society, and the business sectors also convened at the Forest & 
Climate 
Leaders’ Partnership COP28 Ministerial with renewed ambition for resolutely acting in 
accordance with the 2021 Glasgow Leaders’ Declaration on Forests and Land Use. 
Looking 
ahead, Colombia, the Democratic Republic of Congo, Ghana, and Papua New Guinea 
announced national packages for forest, climate, and nature backed by finance from 
public, 
private, and civil society partners. 


Resolution point 37 from the UAE Global Climate Action at COP 28 in 2023 highlights 
the significance of forestry in addressing climate change and its close link to 
livelihoods. The celebration of the 10th anniversary of the Warsaw Framework for 
REDD+ at COP 28 marks a milestone, with a status update indicating that 60 
developing countries are actively implementing REDD+ activities. Additionally, leaders 
from governments, civil society, and the business sectors convened at the Forest & 
Climate Leaders’ Partnership COP28 Ministerial with renewed ambition to act in 
accordance with the 2021 Glasgow Leaders’ Declaration on Forests and Land Use. 
Furthermore, Colombia, the Democratic Republic of Congo, Ghana, and Papua New 
Guinea announced national packages for forest, climate, and nature backed by finance 
from public, private, and civil society partners.

Renewed Ambition: The Forest & Climate Leaders’ Partnership COP28 Ministerial 
brings together leaders from governments, civil society, and the business sectors with 
renewed ambition to address deforestation and promote sustainable forest 
management. This collective commitment indicates a shared determination to advance 
forestrelated climate action in line with international agreements. 


National Commitments: The announcement of national packages for forest, climate, and 
nature by Colombia, the Democratic Republic of Congo, Ghana, and Papua New 
Guinea demonstrates their commitment to addressing deforestation and promoting 
sustainable forest management. The backing of these packages by finance from public, 
private, and civil society partners highlights the importance of multi-stakeholder 
collaboration in financing forestrelated climate action. 


Negative Side: 
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Implementation Challenges: While countries have announced national packages for 
forest, climate, and nature, translating these commitments into effective implementation 
may face challenges. Issues such as governance constraints, limited capacity, and 
competing interests may hinder the successful execution of initiatives aimed at 
addressing deforestation and promoting sustainable forest management. 


Finance and Funding: While finance from public, private, and civil society partners is 
crucial for supporting forest-related climate action, securing adequate and sustained 
funding remains a challenge. Dependence on external funding sources may pose risks 
to the long-term sustainability of initiatives aimed at addressing deforestation and 
promoting sustainable forest management. 


Monitoring and Evaluation: Ensuring the effectiveness of forestrelated climate action 
initiatives requires robust monitoring and evaluation mechanisms. Tracking progress, 
measuring outcomes, and assessing the impact of interventions on forest conservation 
and livelihoods can be complex and resource-intensive, posing challenges to evaluating 
the success of these initiatives. 


In conclusion, while Resolution point 37 at the UAE Global Climate Action at COP 28 
highlights positive efforts to address deforestation and promote sustainable forest 
management, it also underscores challenges related to implementation, finance and 
funding, and monitoring and evaluation. Addressing these challenges will be crucial 
for maximizing the effectiveness of forest-related climate action initiatives. 
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
